Oh! it has been fifteen months 
since I had one word from them,” ps 
said. 

Then, with lips that could hardly 
speak* for trembling with the: mixed 
emotions of the present joy and the 
past disappointments, Amato told of 
how the came to America in 1909, to 
prepare. a place for the “dear wife and 
two children” whom he left behind, 

After a two years’ stay in Atlanta, 
he went abroad the great hope 
that his family might come back with 
him. Instead of the peace and happi- 
ness that he expected, he found that 


the Italian war had ruined all his plans. | 


So, in despair, he abandoned the idea 
of bringing his family to America at 
that time, and once more with an ach- 
ing heart he returned to Atlanta.

All the conditions proposed by the 
Rumanians were accepted by the Ger- 
mans with the exception of one pro- 
hibiting the transfer of troops to other 
fronts in regard to which negotiations 
are still being carried on with Field 
Marshal von Mackensen, at Bucharest.

of the relation lies in the reasonable | 
probability that by properly treating |

Right Not Absolute. 

‘But the court holds that it is er- 
roneous to assume that this right is so 
absolute that it may be exercised under 
circumstances and without any qualifi- | 
cation; that in truth, like other rights | 
that exist in civilized society, it must | 
always be exercised with reasonable re- 
gard for the conflicting rights of oth-| 
ers, according to the fundamental 
maxim, ‘So use your own property as 
not to injure the rights of others.’ |

You cannot imagine how strange 
a feeling it sruges to walk down long, 
ag streets, with double trolley lines 
in the middle and not to hear a sound 
or see a livingesoul. The houses are 
mostly gray stone apartments, of three 
stories, and set back on spléndid broad 
sidewalks, with hugh chestnut trees 
shading them off. But every-shutter is 
losed, most of fhe doorways are board- 
ed up, and scarcely five feet of wall 
or house front but what-is scarred and 
tted deeply with wirepass or ’clat 
les or dents. Every fifth or sixth 
house has its roof crashed in, a wall 
torn off, exposing a furnished room 
within, or an entire corner ripped away 
the big abris which the Boche have 
hurled in... While many houses stare 
out with windowless eyes, the whole 
nterior a blackened shell from the 
ires. It is a’ wonder to me that the 
ity had not burned up. A few small 
hops are open, though the fine mod- 
ern d rtment stores which the city 
Pormerty: boasted have been shot 
to eces. Of course, tourist-like, we 
e at once for the cathedral. Most 
people think {t incumbent upon them 
to give vent to conventional ecstacies 
when. viewing any old pile with'a big 
reputation such as this one owns. They 
give me a pain, and.I was all set to 
~say, ‘Not so much, lay off the soft 
stuff!’ But this piece of work is truly 
too good to let. down so lightly. It is 
trémendously Solid and decorated with 
wonderful carved images of every size. 
Row on row of small ‘ones fill the arch- 
ways and niches, and life-size modeis 
of Biblical figures adorn .the corners 
and railings. Most of those in the 
front are blackened or flaked off in 
aces where the fire set by the Boche 
eerestarny bombs has lapped them. 
Many of the beautiful little turrets 
have been snapped off, and the figures 
en. the corners half or wholly broken. 
Most of the heavy stone balustrade on 
the roof has falien to the ground, and 
the rest is only held up by heavy 
chains. One poor figure of a saint (or 
it may have been a lady saint, I forget 
what you call them now) struck my at- 
tention.

The broad 
avenues are beautiful, reminding me 
much > Washington, as they end in 
open ‘places’ with fine statues or - 
ful feuntains in the middle. Rheims 
was formerly the champagne center of 
France, and we saw the beautiful white 
stone mansions of Rocderers and the 
Pommerys, whose nemes: we had for- 
merly seen on the giit-necked bottles 
in the. states at two or three dollars a 
glimpse. And here, in the old home 
town, a Httle -wisened storekeeper sold 
us a quart of the finest champagne 
in. the world for’30 cents! He said no- 
body else would buy it and thieves 
would steal it if he didn’t get rid of it. 
And he had a whole cellar full of it. 
(I vaatine that this is apt to cause 
a stampede to the historic city, but 
felt that I must make mention of it.) 


Picturesque Restaurant. 

“We found one picturesque little .res- 
taurant where a fat old lady did ali the 
cooking’ and work, and when the ‘boss 
vainly endeavored to have a drink with 
every person who came in without 
showing the effect of it, he quarreled 
violently with the cook, calling her the 
horrible Gallic ‘cochon’ (pig), which is 
the height of the insult supreme in this 
curseless country. They stamped back 
and forth sputtering like machine guns, 
while the misfit collection of remain- 
ing citizens, evidently inured to this 
spectacle, stolidly helped themselves in 
the kitchen and waited on themselves 
without murmur. The lame, the halt, 
the very young and the very old, all 
streamed here to eat, and each individ- 
ual brought a pugnacious dog, 
objected to everyone else’s dog, and 
in ‘violent manner. hey were tre- 
mendously interesting and amusing to 
trie, those novel] meals. And dirt cheap, 
too. There is a fine market in the 
eenter of the town, despité the fact 
that half of its roof has been blastered 
away by a shell, and there we bought 


melons, plums, pa tte bread and buat- 
ter for almost nothing.”

greatness for Georgia as a sheep-producing 
state. ee 

One of these—perhaps the primary one— 
is the gradual disappearance of-the open 
ranges of the west. Another‘is the vast 
available acreage of untilled pine lands and 
wooded hillsides in this state, where are to 
be found every requisite for successful sheep 
culture, Included among which are abundant 
forage—both ~wild and cultivated—pienty of 
pure water, freedom from disease and pests, 
and a climate that permits open range. graz- 
ing practically the year round. 

Another important element auguring well 
for the industry here is the unprecedented 
shortage of, and consequent demand for, 
wool and mutton for clothing and food. Nor 
is there any likelihood that. this demand will 
terminate, or even materially decrease, with 
the coming of world péace, because in the 
first place the exigéncies growing out of the 
war played only an incidental part in the 
creation of it... It has been coming for a long 
while, due to normal and peaceful economic 
developments, and. it is. here to stay. 

That the western sheepmen are eager to 
avail themselves of ‘the opportunities this 
state offers, and that the landowners of 
Georgia are just as eager to co-operate with 
them in developing the sheép industry here, 
is becoming more and more manifest—and 
very commendably and gratifyingly so to 


every citizen of the state who is jealous of 


Georgia’s future. 

At a conference in New Orleans the other 
day between members of the Nationa] Wool 
Growers’ association, land-owners and fed- 
eral government officials the various phases 
of sheep-culture in the south were discussed, 
and as a result of which conference the 
sheepmen announced their intention of 
making a thorough investigation with a view 
to the transferring of their activities from 
the west to this section.

with what it stands ready to do, will result 
in a tremendous influx of slieep to this state 
is now Yeyond question.» 

Mr: -Delfelder sees the possibility of 
10,000,000 sheep’s grazing in the not distant 
future upon the 10,000,000 acres of cheap, 
idle grazing lands of south Georgia. 

“T have,” he said, “made a careful exam- 
ination of the native grasses growing in 
south Georgia and of the shepp which have 
nothing else to eat the year round, and my 
investigations have, extended through over 
twenty counties. And he has not seen what 
north Georgia has to offer. 

He finds that “one acre of the land I have 
seen will graze one head of sheep the year 
round, whereas it requires eight acres in 
Wyoming!” |

of the demand, and with wool and mutton

Or- 
dinarily, this should be sufficient to secure 
compliance with requirements. 

“It will be the policy of the United States 
food administration in Washington to deal 
with offenders through the medium of the 
state administrators, and instructions nec- 
essary for this purpose will im each case 
be sent to the state administrators. Ih the 
few cases where -it is deemed desirable to 
adopt other means, it will be our policy to 
kéep the state administrator informed of the 
status of- this matter. 

“It is the aim of the food administration 
to secure general compliance with the act 
and our regulations, without frequent resort 
to the weapons furnished in the act. We 
desire to minimize interference with the nor- 
mal and ordinary conduct of business.” 

The operation of the license system be- 
gan the first part of November, and the first 
monthly reports required of concerns operat- 
ing under the system should come in to the 
administration office in Atlanta between 
this time and the 16th of the month. Some 
of these reports are already being received 
and it is notable that of those received by 
the state office Monday there is evidence 
of earnest effort to co-operate fully with the 
-administration in the requirements of she 
food control act.

Our Sailors Abroad 


BY PATRICK O’FLAHERTY 


American Naval Base, British Isles.—Ex- 
traordinary efforts have been made by the 
inhabitants of this little seaport to make 
pleasant the stay of the American bluejack- : 
ets among them. About 400 of these Amer- 
icangs are given shore leave nightly, and the 
problem of adjusting this quiet little hill- 
side town to its influx-of strangers has been 
a big one. 

When the Americans first came, there was 
no-short provision of any sort for them. The 
town had one cinema, which was fairly well 
filled of evenings by the townspeople, most 
of whom reckoned the tuppence they spent 
for admiseion to this theater as the limit 
of their nightly expenditure on frivolity 


There were three public bars and six- 
teen cabmen, in addition to the single cine- 
ma, and these attractions completed the list 
of the town’s amousement facilities. 


Today, however, when the American blue- 
jackets have been here for some months,. 
there is a commodious American club, erect- 
ed by the Americans on a site donated by 
the town authorities; three cinemas, six pub- 
lic bars, innumerable cabmen, and a skat- 
ing rink nearing completion. 

Nor do these achievements represent all 
the town has done. As is only natural, there 
was at first a rather general boosting of 
prices on the part of tradesmen who hoped 
to make a very handsome thing out of the 
crowds of Americans. For American blue-~ 
jackets get four times as much pay as the 
British sailors to whom the town has been 
accustomed, and since the Americans are 
also younger men on an average than the 
British, they are by far.thesbest “spenders” 
this town ever heard of. 

The temptation that beset the trades- 
men to make hay while the sun shone was , 
inevitable. Other towns have been known 
to succumb to the same temptation. Ask El! 
Paso. 

Priee Boosting Short Lived. 

‘But price boosting was short lived here, 
although there was no official action taken 
by tthe authorities. The authorities did, 
however, busy themselves mightily in an 
unofficial way, visiting the tradesmen and 
working up a public sentiment which has by 
this time lowered prices to the American 
bluejacket nearly to the normal. 

Prices to the American officers, who are, 
more level-headed than the en- 
listed men in their spending, are, however, 
still a good deal above normal. 

There is only one hotel of size here, and 
American cocktails in its public bar cost 30 
cents apiece, while American cocktails in the 
bar of the Savoy, in London, cost only 36 
cents. . 

It is at this hotel that the American 
officers spend most of their time ashore, 
and the other prices prevailing there are 
not so exorbitant. The hotel authorities are 
largely governed in this respect by a vague 
notion that the British government will not 
hesitate to take a hand in price-fixing” should 
it be necessary. 

Prices to the enlisted men are now back 
to 6 cents for upstairs seats at the cinemas 
and 12 cents for downstairs seats; the cab- 
men who usually charge what they think 
their fare can be made to pay, have volun- 
tarily adopted a scale of 24 cents for the 
first mile and 12 cents for each succeeding 
mile (but there is no limit to the tips they 
will accept); and the pubs, it needs to be

The only effeet of the 
treatment was to produce hyperthyroidism. 
for which I have just passed twelve weeks 
in bed. | am back in the office, but stil! 
have palpitation and rapid pulse at times. 

ANSWER—One of the hazards of every 
case of simple goitre is the development’ of 
hyperthyroidism, irrespective of the treat- 
ment. If you remained under vour doctor's 
regular observation while using the iodine 
it is very unlikely that the treatment pro- 
duced the change to toxic goitre. If you 
consulted him once, then went on taking the 
iodine indefinitely upon your own responsi- 
bility, as many patients do to their sorrow. 
then the doctor is scarcely at fault. There 
is no question, however, that iodine in any 
form may produce harmful overactivity of 
the thyroid in goitre.

LOOK TO GEORGIA 
FOR NEW PASTURES — 


Savannah, December 10.—(Special.)~Ten 
million head of sheep from the overflow 
from the great sheep country of the north- 
west, «r one sheep for every cne of the 
approximately ten million acres of cheap, 
idle giaving lands of south Georgia to fur- 
nish «col and mutton to clothe and feed the 
American army and thus do their bit tn the 
solution of the great world food problem, is 
the possibility definitely placed before the 
people of Georgia by J. A. Delfelder, promi- 
nent Wyoming stockman, whose ten days’ 
visit in this state as the guest of the Geor- 
gia Land Owners’ association, came to a 
close last Saturday with a luncheon ten- 
dered in honor of him and Mrs. Delfelder by 
representatives of the Savannah board of 
trade, the Rotary club and the Seaboard, 
. Central of Georgia and Atlantic Coast Line 
railroads, ‘ 

“T have made a careful examination of the 
native grasses growing in south Georgia 
and of the sheep which have nothing else to 


eat the year round, said Mr. Delfelder at 
the luncheon, “and my investigations have 
extended through over twenty counties. One 
acre of the land I have seen will ze one 
head of sheep the year round whereas it 
requires eight acres in Wyoming. The na- 
tive she I examined had no ticks, no lice, 
no scabbies, and there was no evidence of 
internal affliction. Their weight and con- 
dition was_up to standard considering the 
lack of bréeding, and the texture, quality 
and fiber of the wool showed a heaithy con- 


ition. 

“I thought when I first came to Georgia 
that the sheep industry could be increased 
by gradual introduction of sheep on the 
farms, but my observations have led me to 
the conclusion that while the farmers may 
do considerable, progress alon that line 
will be slow because of the dog menace 
and because of the lack at the present 
time of adequate dog laws. This problem, 
however, is insignificant if the landowners 
here will take.up the raising of sheep on a 
large scale as we do in the west.

On the contrary it 
has in recent months handled 50 per 
cent more business than in 1915 .with- 
out material enlargement of plant. 

“Some misconception seems to exist 
as to the immediate requirements of 
the railroads in their present situation. 
Their chief operating troubles: are a 
volume of traffic greater than the ca- 
pacity of the plants in certain limited 
territories aggravated by excessive use 
ofepresence orders, and their new seri- 
ous malady of ‘dilution’ of labor, which 
is general throughout the cou and 
common to all industry. Nevertheless 
the railroads under present manage- 
ment are prepared to furnish all the 
transportation which the existing plant 
can produce under any form of man- 
agement. 

“What the railroads do not ask: 

“1, They do not ask one billion dol- 
lars from the government or anybody 
else at the moment; they could not im- 
mediately invest it in plant and equip- 
ment if they had it because of the dif- 
ficulty in getting materials and labor.

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MAILE BEING TRIED 


J ud ge Cline Investigates 
and Finds the Story False. 
The Cross-Examination of 
Means Is Concluded. 


Concord, N. C., December 10.—After 
nearly four days on the stand, Gaston B. 
Means finally concluded his testimony 
late today before the jury which is to 
decide whether or not he is guilty of 

the murder of Mrs. Maude A. King, his 
employer, who was shot near here last 
July. 

The defendant's version of the wom- 
an’s having sbot herself accidentally 
was repeated on brief cross-examina- 
tion today and the greater part of the 
time after that was taken up in re- 
view of finahcial transactions with 
Mrs. King’s money. 

Means asserted that at the time of 
her death the woman's assets amount- 
ed to more than $680,000. Efforts had 
been made by the state to show that 
Means had made way with the greater 
part of the $1,000,000 which Mrs. King 
inherited. 

After Means had concluded his testi- 
mony the defense introduced more than 
a dozen witnesses, including Miss Kate 
Means and Mrs. Joseph Goodman, sis- 
ters of the defendant. The latter tes- 
Tied as to Means’ attitude of grief 
at Mrs. King’s death, while others as- 
serted that experiments proved that a 
pistol placed in the fork of a sycamore 
tree at Blackwelder Spring would lie 
_ securely until removed. Megns had 
contended that before stooping over to 
drink at the spring.on the night of the 
tragedy he placed the pistol in the 
fork of the tree and that Mrs. King 


took it from there. Court was held 
until 6:30 o’clock in order to hasten the 
case, which is in its third week. 


Means Not Armed in Court. Sih 
At opening of court today Presiding 


udge Cline announced before the jury 
shea in that he had been “humiliated 
by publieation in a certain newspaper 
of reports that the defendant had come 
into the court room armed. He said 
that on Saturday he had noticed the 
defendant holding in his hands the 
small pistol which had been produced 
in court as the one with which Mrs. 
King was killed. He had thought at 
the time, he said, that Means had pick- 
ed it up from a nearby table for use 
in connection with his testimony. The 
judge then called on Sheriff Caldwell 
fora statement and the latter declared 
he- had not noticed it. 

Gounsel for Means then explained 
that Mrs. Means had handed the pistol 
to her husband in an anteroom just be- 
fore he came into court and that it 


was not loaded. At that time W. G.| 


father of the defendant, re- 
ceived permission to make & statement, 
and asserted that he had told his other 
two sons, Brandon and Afton Means,

Taste Cline also announced that he 
had made every effort to do justice to 
both sides, making no distinction be- 
tween local counsel and those from 
other’ states, and that any member of 
counsel who manifested passion in the 
trial would be debarred from further 
participation in the case, and any wit- 
ness guilty of such an offense would 
be prohibited from testifying. There 
had been a number of clashes last 
week, the defense objecting vigorously 
to the manner in which Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Wooling, of New York, 
addressed Means in cross-examination. 
Mr. Dooling did not take part in the 
cross-examination today, it being con- 
cluded by State Solicitor Clement. 


Means Overcome by Mrs. King’s Death. 


Evidence by which the defense 
sought to show that Means was. over- 
come with grief by the death of Mrs. 
King was introduced through testi- 
mony of Means’ sisters that after Mrs. 
King had been pronounced dead they 
found him with his head in his hands 
and “tears streaming down his cheeks.” 

Despite argument of the defense, 
however, Judge Cline ruled out testi- 
mony of Miss Means quoting her broth- 
er as saying on the evening of the 
tragedy after Mrs. King had been pro- 
' mwounced dead: 

“If there is a God in heaven, how 
could he let such a thing happen?” 
Testimony also was ruled out of Miss 
Elizabeth Gibson, of Concord, to the 
effect that in a conversation with her 
a day or two before the death of Mrs. 
King, the latter told her that she an

Dr Ferry, who is secretary of the 
national service 
Presbyterian church, north, earnestly 
asked the ministers present at the 


day’s conference that would more 

losely knit the two branches of the 
esbyterian church in América. 
Has Caused Co-operation. 

He pointed out that the war has 
caused more co-operation in business 
circles during the last six months than 
had been accomplished in fifty years 
prior to the declaration of war with 
Germany. 

“The trust laws are being ignored 
more and more. There are business 
consolidations going on all the time 
with the knowledge and tacit consent 
of the government, in order that great- 
er efficiency may be evolved. Are the 
churches going to be laggard in ‘the 
matter of co-operation and, therefore, 
inefficient, when their services are so 
badly needed? Are they. going to be 
behind trusts in the matter of service?’ 

Dr. W. R. Dobyns, of St. Joseph, Mo., 
who is religious work director at Camp 
Gordon, opened the meeting with a 
brief address, in which he said there 
was urgent need for all the Christian 
service that can be mustered in the 
camps and in the cities adjoining the 


camps. 
| “We will. never win the war by 
‘physical equipment alone,” a Dr. 
Dobyns, “but we may win it by prayer.” 
Before closing his address, Dr. 
Bobyns made a suggestion for an in- 
,;novation in the form of worship in 
|Presbyterian churches. Declaring that 
, the reading of the Bible was not made 
'as impressive as it should ibe, he said 
.it might be advisable to have the con- 
Sregation arise and stand during the 
reading of the Scriptural lessons. 


Describes Work at Sheridan. 


Dr. J. I. Vance, of Nashville, chair- 
man of the conference, had been asked 
to speak at last night’s meeting, -but 
on account of his train being late he 
was unable to be present. His place 
on the platform was taken by Dr. 
Robert 8S. MacCaslin, of Montgomery, 
who told about the welfare work being 
done for the soldiers at Camp Sheridan. 
Dr. MacCaslin declared that this ts the 
ay of opportunity for the church. 
“Men are facing serious problems and 
the world is crying to be shown the 
way to a new life,” he said. “Ques- 
tions are being asked on all sides— 
great questions of destiny and life. Men 
are striving as never .bePore to learn 
the way to a higher and better life. 
This is evident from the great number 
of men who have turned to Christ dur- 
ing the last year. I believe that more 
men have been converted during the 
past year than in any other year of 
American history.” ‘ 

Dr. MacCaslin said the church must 
have a new and practical religion that 
will satisfy the longings of men’s 
hearts—that would give men a clear 
vision of Christ and let them Know 
the meaning of salvation. The world 
is busy with the new order of things 
brought about by the war, he said: 
there are many new problems to be 
solved and men are asking many big 
questions of an economic, political or 
religious nature. “Soon they will 
asking the church what it is doing 
for the world’s life,” he said. 

Dr. Vance reached the city at a late 
hour last night and will preside at to- 
day’s session of the conference. «
